102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,963,549 
(Jayaraman) . Claims 43 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as obvious over Jayaraman in view of U.S. Publication 
2003/0115369 (Walter). Claims 51, 54, 55, 60, 65, 65, and 67 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Jayaraman in 
view of U.S. Publication 2004/0165562 (Elaoud) . Claims 44 and 
46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Jayaraman, Walter, and U.S. Patent 5,355,375 (Christensen) . 
Claims 59, 53, and 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Jayaraman in view of U.S. Patent 7,206,320 
(Iwamura) and JP 11261518 (JP518) . Claim 61 is rejected under 



35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Jayaraman in view of Walter and 
Elaoud. Claims 56, 57, and 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as obvious over Jayaraman in view of Elaoud, Iwamura, and 
JP518. 

Claim 39-49, 51, 52, 54-56, 58-60, and 62-67 are cancelled, 
thereby rendering the rejection of those claims moot. Claims 
50, 53, 57, and 61 are amended herein. 
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
